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THE TREATMENT OF PNEUMONIA.

Under the above heading, December No., 1890, of The Georgia 
Eclectic Medical Journal, Dr. Dulany has endeavored to bur- 
row into the graves of time and dig up the old theories and revamp 
them once more to our minds, as though he cherishe<^ the hope that 
he could persuade us to let loose the scientific and grasp the myth- 
ical things in medicine. Not quite, doctor. These old antiphlogistic 
ideas have been buried several years ago — and should have been 
many more — only to be resurrected into condemnation. The doctor 
«ays : " Blood-letting helps to maintain the strength by relieving the 
oppressed breathing." How, doctor? By relieving the mechanical 
pressure ? Is there not a local cause that invites the blood to the 
part ? If so, then, if you were to let out all the blood save a tea- 
cupful, and the patient yet lives, that little would make its way to 
the part. That would be like trying to dry up a basin by pumping 
the water out, while at the same time there was a perpetual stream 
pouring into it. The more rational way to do that would be to first 
turn the current some other way. The object of treatment in in- 
flammation of any part, is to equalize the circulation. 

There is not too much blood in the system ; it is only impropwly 
distributed, different parts having been robbed of their needed 
amount of blood to make up the surplus that is present in the in- 
flamed part; and we find that this blood may be either inoreased or 
decreased in motion, each condition demanding H fipeciad tr^atm^t^ 
which is enough of itself to prove the claims of a specific medi- 
<$ation. 
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Then we are ready to say, pneumonia — ^yea, anything else— is far 
more successfully treated by direct medication, which I will, in a 
brief manner, proceed to give. Taking into consideration the path- 
ology of pneumonia, the sedatives, aconite or veratrum, forms the 
basis of our treatment. Yeratrum is the remedy where the tem- 
perature is high and the pulse full and bounding, in doses of gtts. 
15 to gtts. 20, water |4, a teaspoonful every hour; with a small^ 
frequent pulse, aconite, gtts. x., water |4, a teaspoonful every hour. 
To the sedative solution other remedies are added as indicated. 

Where the temperature is high and the pulse normal in volume, 
I should combine the two sedatives in the same preparation above 
given. Where there is a sharp pleuritic pain, hard, dry, ringing- 
cough, hard pulse, soreness of the eye-balls, add to the sedative so- 
lution, which is generally^veratrum, bryonia gtts. x. With the same 
condition, there are drops of sweat standing on the face, add also 3ss. 
asclepias tubi., which should be given at any time. Where there is^ 
profuse sweating, less quantities, however, when the patient is very 
weak. When the pleuritic pain is severe, a hot application will be 
of good service 'till the remedies have time to act. If the patient is 
extremely restless, strong pulse, flushed face, add to the solution of 
veratrum 388. gelseminum. 

If there ij nausea and vomiting, spitting up of blood, tongue red 
on point and edges, add to the solution of aconite gtts. 10 of ipecac;^ 
if extremely restless, add gelseminum also. When the patient is 
stupid, or has low, muttering delirium, pulse small and compressible 
skin cool, the remedy is belladonnj^, gtts. x., with aconite. When 
there is great soreness of the chest, add gtts. 15 to 3ss. of macrotys. 
If excruciating pain is felt at the same time add bryonia also. 

When the patient cannot rest for coughing, expectoration free, 
soft, feeble pulse, with a moist skin, in which condition there 
is often pain in the shoulders and back of the neck, the remedy is 
sticta, with aconite ; with a dry, expulsive cough, it is drosera., gtts 
20 to 30, water, §4, alternated with the sedative. 

Approaching typhoid conditions are to be watched for closely, 
that they may be met at once with the proper remedies. A red 
tongue, becoming dark and dry, shows the need of hydrochloric 
acid. A white pastey moist tongue wants sulphite of soda; if dirty 
and moist, sulphurous acid. Be careful always never to give any 
kind of a atimvlarU or astringent with a dr^ tongue. AH along the 
treatment we are careful always to so combine our remedies as ta 
keep up as near a normal pulse in volume as possible, assured of the- 
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fact that no patient will die with a pulse neither too small nor toa 
large, neither too fast nor too slow. It is a fact that some remedies, 
such as veratrum, bryonia, gelseminum, Macrotys, eupatorium, and 
others, decrease the size of the pulse, while others, as aconite, rhus. 
belladonna, digitalis, sticta, etc., increase it. These are important 
facts to keep before our mind whiles treating very low cases especi- 
ally. There are many other agents that are sometimes important 
remedies in the treatment of pneumonia that I have not mentioned,, 
but let it suffice for me to say that I give the indicated remedy, no 
matter what it is. 

And I am certain, from a long experience, that if one who has^ 
been practicing the shot-gun method of prescribing — ^blood-letting,, 
blistering, etc. — will lay it down and adopt the method of direct 
medication he will soon begin to feel that he has become a blessing 
to the human family, whereas he once should have been regarded, 
as a curse.

TYPHOID FEVER.

This is an infectious disease, running its course in twenty-eight to- 
forty days, associated with lesions of the glands of the illeum and jeju- 
num, and occasionally with enlargement of the spleen and mesenteric - 
glands. Its invasion is insidious. Sometimes the only prodromal symp- 
tom is a feeling of lassitude, or some slight gastric derangement. The 
pathognomonic symptoms of the fully formed disease are, fever, , 
headache, pain in the nape, mental stupor, delirium, a red, furred, . 
tremulous tongue, often brown, dry and fissured, a frequent pulse 'y. 
sometimes a high temperature, then again the heat normal, or even 
as low as 95 deg. F. (one of the peculiarities of the malady in this 
section is the variation in temperature) ; diarrhoea, with yellow ex- 
crement, tympanites, pain and borborigma in the right illeac fossa, 
a rose-colored eruption occurring from the seventh to the twelfth 
day, disappearing \inder pressure and lasting about four days ; epis- 
taxis, intestinal hemorrhage, occasionally deafness, profuse perspira- 
tion ; convalescence tedious and often protracted by repeated re- 
lapses. The predisposition is greater in childhood^ and early adult 
life than after thirty years of age ; but no age or sex is exempt from 
its ravages ; yet, in our observations we find that in a record of 150 
cases more than two-thirds were males, arid only two over thirty. 
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years old. New comers are more liable to an attack than old settlers. 
One attack does not exempt from another. In 1888 a father, mother, 
two sons and two daughters had it, and in 1889 the same family 
had it again, in the same house, and the mother died. Under some 
circumstances it unqeustionably is contagious. Ill one instance a niece 
inherited the bed upon which her aunt died. The bed was sunned, 
dried and removed a distance of fifteen miles. The niece contracted 
the disease by sleeping on the bed, and died with the same malig- 
nant form after using said bed about eighteen days. Around the 
head waters of Murder Creek — a very muddy, marshy stream em- 
bracing a large scope of fertile lands — typhoid fever prevails more 
or less every year. We have been watching its career and studying 
its nature in this region ever since 1858, during which time we have 
had multiplied opportunities of witnessing its ravages in all of its 
varied and multiform phases. It assumed a very malignant form in 
1S88 and 1889; was much dreaded, and proved fatal in many in- 
stances, and especially with the " brother in black." Our success, 
however, in its management, was complete, and ' we traveled some- 
times day and night over this infected district, giving aid, comfort 
and cure to the afflicted. From our case-book we extract the fol- 
lowing case : 

On October 21 we were called to see Miss Lelia B , a beauti- 
ful young lady of sweet sixteen. We saw at a glance that we had 
our often met and often defeated customer to contend with. We 
found the pulse 130, temperature 103 deg. F., breathing 27, a dry, 
brown, tremulous tongue, headache, extreme thirst, insomnia, epis- 
taxis, subsultus-tendinum, pain and soreness in the right iliac fossa, 
tympanites and dian^cea with ochra-yellow stook. Hiis was about 
the tenth day. On the twelfth the rose-colored eruption was well 
developed. The disease was now under full headway. We pre- 
scribed leptandrin, rhei and sub. nit. bis. ai. gr. 1, to be given every 
six hours until the bowels were thoroughly evacuated. Prepared 
an emulsion as follows : Laudanum, camphorated turpentine, mucil- 
lage aa. |i., oil of sassafras gtts. 30. Mix. S. — A half teaspoonful 
-every six hours. Gave a tepid soapsuds bath at bed time, with fric- 
tion to the skin, applying to the whole surface by inunction the fol- 
lowing hniment : 

5 Oil of cedar, hemlock, sassafras, camphorated turpentine, (2 
oz. of the gum to the pint), laudanum, olive oil, aqua ammonia 
aa. |ii. Mix and annoint the whole body every night, and the 
l[)owels three times a day. 
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Directed a flannel saturated with this liniment to be laid on the 
bowels. October 23, found my patient comfortable. The aperient 
had acted splendidly, and was discontinued. 

Prepared the following: Capsule quinine, gr. ii. ; sub nit. bis., grs. 
ii.; morphia, 1-8 gr. S. — One every two hours. 

October 25 — Pulse 112, temp. 103, breathing 25. Treatment 
continued, using enemas of sweet milk, slippery elm and casteel 
soap every night, which would evacuate the rectum, and sometimes 
be retained^ doing effectual work' by soothing and healing the dis- 
ordered intestines. A teaspoonful of good brandy was given every 
four hours; the diet was a teacup of pure, fresh sweet milk every 
six or eight hours, as the stomach would bear it. She did well until 
November 3d, when a very threatening complication, in the shape 
of pneumonia, arose. We marshalled our forces to the front, gave 
aconite, digitalis, and our old stand-by, lobelia inflata, with a large 
blister to the side, which drew well ; all acted like a charm. In 
three days the lungs were relieved, and we stood, like David with 
Goliath's sword, champion of the field. She made a rapid conva- 
lescence from November 18th. 

I make it a rule from the start to husband the strength of my 
patients. The bowels, especially, are sick, and I do my best to give 
them ease, quietude and rest from all work ; proscribe all solid food, 
giving such only as will produce the least amount of fecal matter. 
Sweet milk is my favorite aliment. Keep the room clean and well 
ventilated, change the clothes and bedding every day, if possible. 
Bury all excrements as soon as discharged. Disinfect with carbolic 
acid. In this plain, simple way, with some variations to meet the 
various complications that arose, have been successfully treating this 
formidable disease for years. In the later stages, when the bowels 
are very much afflicted, I give bismuth, grs. ii. ; ulmus fulva, grs. 
ii. ; spirit camphor, gtt. iii. ; aqua fura, |i., to be taken at one draught 
morning, noon and night. I often substitute bromidia, chloral, va- 
lerian, paregoria elixir for the morphia, where these, or any one of 
them, will maintain quietude and produce sufficient sleep. 

Typhoid fever is not the disease to experiment with. I never use 
mercury. One good dose is enough to give the undertaker a job. 
(It may do in other sections, not in mine.) I had the opportunity 
not long since of examining the jejunum illeum and cecum immedi- 
ately after death. Calomel in large quantities had been given. The 
small intestines were distended to the utmost with gases ; the mus- 
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•cular eoat very red and highly congested, and the gla'nds powerfully 
enlarged, ranging in size from a No. 6 bird shot up to a large Eng- 
lish pea — some of them ulcerated and sloughed out, others bleeding 
and some indurated. I saw here what I had often stated — mercurial 
intestinal ptyalism. The mucous membrane was thickened, a bluish 
red color, looking very- much like gangrenous muscle. I know some 
•of the " knowing ones " insist that calomel is the sheet-anchor ; but 
I also know, furthermore, that where it has been given, even by the 
laity in the outset, a fatal termination in nearly every instance, in 
-my field, has been the result ; while On the other hand, where my 
treatment has been given properly, a speedy and complete cure has 
followed. Upon these glands my emulsion and liniment have a fine 
effect, keeping down violent congestion, depurating the blood and 
destroying the bacillus typhosus. 



CASE COOK.

" La grippe " has been our principal disease this winter, and if not 
^or bad accounts of it in the North and foreign countries, we would 
think we had only bad colds (did any one ever see a good colu?). 
'Occasionally it concenti'ates on the bronchial tubes or lungs, and 
we have well marked cases of pneumonia or bronchitis ; but when 
At invades the spinal marrow or brain, it is very speedily fatal. The 
patient is first taken with an aching fever, sometimes preceded by 
chill. Most cases fever- flushed face and small, quick pulse and more 
or less irritation of the stomach. 

An active purgative is invariably needed, salts answering the 
purpose well. I say invariably needed, because if the case is i^ot 
a very bad one, the purgative is followed by great relief. SmaU 
dose of aconite and gelseminum controls the fever, but occasionally 
a case has full pulse, strong; then veratrura is the remedy> Asso- 
ciated with the full pulse, we frequently notice the blueish face — 
tpurplish ; then baptisia should be given with the solution. I treat 
nearly every case of children with the indicated internal remedy 
a.id the larded cloth well sprinkled with emetic powder. But 
a child who has a hard, sharp, cutting, almost constant cough, needs 
^counter irritation, across the breast, just below the clavical, so as to 
cover the whole of the larger bronchial tubes ; for this purpose can- 
tharides is the least painful and more certain to give relief than any 
other remedy I have ever yet tried.

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Many cases recover so far as the " grippe " is concerned, but are 
very weak, with no appetite — a very slow convalescence. They 
have contracted tongue and pointed ; their tendency is to despep- 
tesia, or at least general debility from indigestion. The following 
are the remedies : 

R? Sub nit. bismuth. 

Pulv. asafoeteda, aa. v 

Ext. hyoseamus. 

Ext. nux vomica, aa. M. 

Make medium size pills. It is well enough to add a trace of pod- 
ophyllin, about five grains to the hundred pills. Give a pill three 
times a day after eating. 

I have recently been called to two cases of perityphlitis. The 
first was being treated by a neighboring doctor who first thought he 
had a case of invaquination, but a free dose of " sub-muriate," given 
on the previous day, acted pretty freely, and that relieved the doc- 
tor of the idea of intercerception. The vomiting, a circumscribed 
tenderness, on the carbuncle order, over the region of the caecum, 
were marked symptoms of the disease. There was constant fever, 
with small pulse, and the patient, a little girl, was very restless. 
Anodyne, with the sub- nitrate of bismuth, for the vomiting and rest- 
essness, aconite for f«ver and strong, thin, light poultices of peach- 
tree leaves, and a laudanum liniment to the tender abdomen, were 
given. The abscess, which I believe is generally the result, broke 
and discharged through the bowels. The patient made a slow but 
good recovery. 

The other case was a negro boy, who thought he had the colic, 
but the pains were not constant, but the vomiting followed close 
after every severe paroxysm of pain. I was called early in the at- 
tack. My treatment was nux vomica and dioscorea, the tinctures, 
with local treatment as recommended for the first case. The in- 
flammation gradually subsided, and the patient was able to walk in 
eight or ten days. Active purgatives, with quinine and opium, in- 
ternally, are bad remedies for the disease. If the doctor will only 
keep in mind that he has a disease of the abscess family to treat, 
and one, too, that is located just in the neighborhood where cathar- 
tics spend their force, he will be more likely to have success. An 
early treated case may be aborted before pus is formed, but once 
there and it will have to be discharged in some way or other, and 
whilst anodynes are occasionally needed, nothing should be given 
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that will weakeu the patient, or interfere with the little power that 
the stomach may have to digest some diet. Treat it as an abscess 
only — no knife, unless it points. Syrup of hypophos. lime* should 
be given in teaspoon doses several times a day to limit as much as 
possible the formation of pus. 



SMALL-POX (VARIOLA).

I'his, like scarlet fever and measles, belongs to the class of erup- 
tive fevers ; it attacks persons of all ages. At no particular season 
of the year is it more prevalent than at any other, nor does climate 
appear to be influential in averting or modifying its visitation. 

Symptoms. — When it occurs naturally, the premonitory symp- 
toms are those of other fevers of its class ; there are usually cold 
chills, pain in the back and loins, loss of appetite, prostration of 
strength, nausea and vomiting. About three days after these symp- 
toms set in, an eruption of hard, red pimples begin to spread over . 
the face and neck, gradually extending over the trunk and extremi- 
ties. Each pimple is surrounded by the peculiar dull, red margin, 
termed areola, and has a central depression on the top containing 
lymph ; at this period the eruption is decidedly vesicular, but it be- 
comes afterwards pustular. This change takes place at about the 
fifth or sixth day of its appearance, when the central depression dis- 
appears, suppuration takes place, and the vessels are filled with 
matter, which, shortly after oozes out and dries into a scab. In 
about ten days this falls off, and leaves a pale, purple stain, like a 
blotch, which gradually fades, unless the disease has penetrated so 
deeply as to destroy the true skin, in which case a pit, orpock-mai*k 
remains for life. 

The primary fever of this disease lessens as soon as the eruption 
appears, but after this has left the face, and traveled downward, at- 
tacking the lower parts of the body, a secondary fever sets in, which 
is more severe than the first, and sometimes assumes a typhoid 
character. 

This disease may be either distinct or confluent. In the former 
case the pustules are frequently distinct from each other ; in the 
latter they run into each other. This latter is the most dangerous 
form of the disease, the fever being more intense and rapid, and 
having no intermission ; it goes on increasing from the first, and 
frequently, by its violence, in ten or twelve days so exhausts the 
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• system that coma, delirium and death ensue, preceded by convul- 
sions, bloody stools, dysentery and all the train of symptoms, which 

' indicate that a violent and fatal poison has entered into the cir- 
culation. 

Treatment. — The greatest trouble in the treatment of the dis- 

• ease consists in doing too much. It requires really very little treat- 
ment. When the symptoms are mild let the patient alone — any in- 
terference with the natural progress of the disease may induce f ata^ 
results. In nearly all cases of small-pox an emetic administered at 
the beginning of the disease will prove beneficial. Then keep pa- 
tient on spare diet and give plenty of warm drinks ; keep the bowels 

• open with mild purgatives ; let the patient have plenty of fresh ain 
Sometimes there is not energy enough in the system to develop the 
pustules with sufficient rapidity; in this case nourishment and stim- 
ulants should be given in the forms of broths, wine, whey, etc., and 
ten grain Dover's powder may be administered at bed time. When 
there is great restlessness combiijied with frequent small pulse, where 
there is a typhoid tendency with^a disposition to hemorrhage, then 
Fowler's solution, in from 3 to 4 drop doses every 4 or 5 hours, will 
be of much benefit. When the secondary symptqms are very ac- 
tive, twenty-five drops of Macroty's tea, combined with 2 or ft drops 

• of veratrum vir., every 2 or 3 hours, is indispensable. Frequently 
the face is very much swollen, the eylids closed ; in this case you 

• can rub with olive oil and bathe in a weak solution of hydrastis 
If the throat is sore, you can use a gargle of chlorate of potash com- 

• bined with blue cohosh and alum root. When the disease is com- 
plicated with diarrhooea, give compound syrp. of rhubarb with laud- 
anum; if perspirations are too copious, elixir vitriol, or Fowler's so 
lution. To prevent pitting, paint the face once or twice a day with 
glycerine and cover with oiled silk, the object being to exclude the 
air as much as possible. 

This is certainly the most contagious of all diseases. After im- 
bibing the poison, a period of ten to fifteen days generally elapses 
before the commencement of the fever. This disease is frequently 
epidemic, and the statistics of its different visitations show that the 
mortality of those attacked, who have not been vaccinated, is one 

an thrte, while those who have it is not one in 500. This a strong 

~ argument for vaccination. 
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PNEUMONIA AND ITS TREATMENT.

Acute pDeumoDta, or pneumonitis, is OYie of the most prostrating* 
and overwhelming diseases we are called upon to treat. While, - 
perhaps a greater number of the cases are accompanied with pro- 
drpmata, such as anorexia, pain in the back and limbs, flying pains- 
in chest, hot flashes, etc., the great majority of attacks come, " as a 
thief at night," with very little, if any, warning. 

The patient is suddenly taken with a chill, more intense and pro- 
longed in character than we find in any other disease, unless it may- 
be septic intoxication, or pernicious malarial fever. This is followed- 
by rapid rise in temperature, quickened pulse, and increased respira- 
tion. Sharp lancinating pains under the nipple of the affected side 
soon follow the chill. By inspection, we find the movements of the- 
affected side more or less limited. 

In this we have an acutf», general, and no doubt contagious, mal- 
ady to contend with, and it must be treated accordingly. 

First, we must look carefully into the surroundings of our patient;. 
Alsolute rest, in apartments well ventilated aijd free from exposure,, 
is an important factor. Never be afraid of good pure fresh air in 
any disease, and especially in one of this character, where a portion 
of the lung tissue is so affected that proper oxydation of the blood 
cannot take place. Oh ! for more good ventilation in our sick rooms t 
Many patients go to their graves with some technical term attached 
to their death certificate, when, if the truth were known, the real 
cause was a lack of good fresh air, which all could have if they were^ 
only permitted to take it. With all the attention to ventilation 
however, do not permit the temperature of the sick room to fall be- 
low 70 deg. F. 

In hospital wards, isolate the patient, and everywhere sterilize the 
expectorated matter with some suitable antiseptic. Order a suita- 
ble diet for the patient, such- as milk, beef essence, eggs, etc. — the 
first two are always my preference — and, by all means, see that the- 
food is given at regular intervals. In the early morning hours the 
patient suffers the most from exhaustion, hence see that he gets- 
nourishment at that time. 

We must at the earliest possible moment begin to control the 
heart's rapid action, and keep as much blood as possible from the in- 
flamed lung tissue. Venesection we pass by as too exhausting to the- 
general system; aconite acts kindly on the inflamed tisstie, and^ 
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-slows the heart's action to some degree. But the most successfal 
remedy which has thus far come to o^r notice, is veratrum viride. 
In this we have a medicament by means of which we can control 
"the heart, as the engineer with his throttle valve controls the engine. 
Courage and determination is, however, as important a factor in 
"the former as in the latter operation. Small doses given at long in- 
tervals will not succeed, because the effect of veratrum soon reaches 
its greatest height. Give large doses — four drops ev^ry hour and a 
kalf — until the pulse is below eighty-five, then by regulating the 
dose keep the pulse at that level.* When the pulse rate can be kept 
thus, never mind the temperature unless there are some outward 
symptoms, then give analgesin in from eight to ten grain doses every 
hour until the temperature is below the danger line. 

As soon as the second stage, that of red hepatization, has become 
established, stop the veratrum, because then it will be of no avail. 
Of course any vomiting or like effects from its administration should 
be controlled by small doses of morphia. The latter remedy should 
also be used to control all pain. 

I do not advocate the cold bath or pack to reduce temperature, 
because there is a liability of chilling the ,patient and doing more 
harm than good. But I do use dry warm meal poultices, which 
protect the affected parts, keep them at an even temperature, pro- 
duce diaphoresis, and control pain. 

In the third stage, that of gray hepatization, sinapisms and stimu- 
lating expectorants should be used to assist resolution ; and nervous 
manifestations should be controlled by opiates, or perhaps better, 
by appropriate doses of chloral hydrate. Stimulants should be used 
as the nature of the case suggests, but with care, as a promiscuous 
use il perhaps worse than none at all. Begin with small doses, giv- 
ing just enough to keep the heart regular. Weak and irregular 
pulse with delirium are always indications for stimulants. 

In fine, we must meet all indications in each individual case, which 
are as various as the characteristics of the patients^^that we treat. 
But from my experience, it seems that a courageous use of veratrum 
viride in the first stage, a proper amount of ^good fresh air, and a 
judicious use of stimulants with careful antiseptic surroundings, will 
lessen the number of deaths from this disease. — Medical Age,

Natural 
order — PapaveraceaB. Habitat — California. 

Properties — " An excellent soporific and analgesic, and above all,. 
harmless." 

Recent analysis claims to have discovered the presence of a minute 
quantity of morphine in the plant. The quantity contained, how- 
ever, is not suflicient to account for all the therapeutic effects, and 
further chemical investigation promises to isolate another active 
principle which may better explain its action. 

The drug is a very useful anodyne in certain cases. The incon- 
veniences attributed to the use of opium, such as stomach disturb- 
ance, constipation, etc., have not in any cases been observed in its 
use. It may with advantage replace opium preparations for children . 
Fluid extract of the plant. Dose, 15 to 30 minims. (1 to 2 C. C.) 
Jatroph — ( Jatropha Macrorhiza Benth) . Synonym — Jicma, Jico- 
mia. Span. Part employed — The root. Natural order — Euphorbiaceae. 
Habitat — Northern Mexico and Southern States adjoining. 

Properties. — Alterative and chologogue; in large dose hydro- 
cathartic and sometimes emetic. Jatropha Macrorhiza, a household 
remedy of the Mexicans, has been recently recommended for use ii> 
this country by Dr. A. H. Noon, on account of its comparative taste- 
lessness — ^the slight taste the drug possesses being compared to that 
of the sweet potato.

The case is now on the fourth day of 
treatment, and taking at the present 70 drops (of avena) every two hours and is doing 
splendidly. Will report results in the future.

Clinical experience will doubtless de- 
velop other and more specific indications for its employment.

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WHAT IS ECLECTIC MEDICINE? 

BY U. P. WEBSTER, M. D. 

This IS a question which has interested many inquirers, and one 
which is often but unsatisfactorily answered. It will be the effort 
of the present article to make the subject clear to the popular reader. 

But first let it be remarked that the idea is American in all its 
bearings, and the name, " American School of Medicine," has been 
employed by some as synonymous with " Eclectic," in this appli- 
cation. 

It is American, because the idea had its origin in this land of the 
free, and because it is as broad and liberal in its principles and pre- 
cepts as other American institutions. Its jviews of the relations 
which should -exist among the profession and between the profes- 
sion and the people are in consonance with American character- 
istics, unwarped by ideas of aristocracy or hereditary descent — ^the 
recognition of merit for itself alone. It is American in contradis- 
tinction to old-school medicine, which claims descent from the temples 
of ^sclepiades, when charms and superstitution wrought supposed 
cures up through a long lapse of time marl^ed by shallow pretense and 
absurd ignorance into the dawning light of rationalism, and down to 
the present — an Old World exotic, hampered by more or less of the 
crudities of its past existence, and governed by a code copied from 
Old World archives. 

Eclecticism is American in contradistinction to Homoeopathy, a 

German fancy originated by Hahnemann, containing some truth but 

^ much error, and which wins its laurels upon the pleasantness of its 

doses and the ignorance of its followers, who innocently suppose 

that all pleasant and harmless medicine represents this practice. 

The word " Eclectic " literally signifies " tS choose," but the as- 
suming of the name must imply something more than the idea that 
the chooser arrogates to himself a certain privilege — common court- 
esy would declare that he who claims a privilege must extend to his fel- 
low the same opportunity. Consequently, when employed in this 
connection it implies and means liberality toward the views of others 
instead of the arrogant assumption of a selfish right. 

How markedly in contrast with such principles is the teaching of 
Dr. D. W. Cathell, who publishes a book entitled " The Physician 
Himself, and What He Should Add to his Scientific Acquirement 
in Order to Secure Success," intended as a piece of advice to young 
physicians of the old " regular " or allopath school. 
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In the quotation which follows, the term "Irregulars" has refer- 
' ence to Eclectics, Homoeopathists, and others not recognized by this 
clique: 

"Never have companionship with irregulars; it would detract 
from both you and rational medicine, which you represent, and give 
countenance to delusion and pretenders. Avoid this and every other 
contaminating alliance." 

In order to form a comprehensive idea of what Eclecticism in 
medicine means, the history of the manner of adoption of the name, 
may be referred to with advantage. 

' Eighty years ago medicine was in a most deplorable condition, 
and this was before " irregulars," as Dr. Cathell styles them, were 
attracting any attention worthy of mention. Then, if a patient 
could call a regular physician, take his medicine, and afterward re- 
cover, it was considered a merciful dispensation of Providence. The 
treatment, as every one knew beforehand, would consist of bleeding, 
purging with drastic cathartics combined with ' calomel, while the 
poor sufferer was refused heaven's febrifuge and comforter — cold 
water— until, parched and .delirious, he would crawl, in many in- 
stances, stealthily from his bed and steal what his stupid medical 
adviser forbade, while his watcher slept from fatigue, and probably 
recover ; or, failing to do this, would die a lingering death, drugged 
and starved of nature's elixir. 

Harsh and death-dealing were the resources of the " regular '' 
medical man of those times, and no wonder that there arose a class 
of rational men, humble and illiterate perhaps, but sensible, who 
recognized the folly of such proceedings and sought by the use of 
simple herbs — '• teas," sweating and stimulants, with the following 
out of what it seemed that nature demanded in the way of drinks — 
the avoidance of the common methods of drugging and proper nurs- 
ing, to establish a better — if less pretentious — plan of treatment. 

This was the inauguration of Eclectic medicine, though the pio- 
neers were termed " Medical Reformers." 

Some of these men hardly knew what they believed except that 
any departure from ihe blood-letting, depleting, and mercurializing 
practice of old-school medicine was desirable. Some, and many of 
them, were out-and-out followers of Samuel Thompson, whose 
methods And doctrines were the outgrowth, in many particulars, of 
the most extreme ignorance. The two extremes of the new school 
or reform practice were best represented by Beach and Thompson. 
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Beach was an educated old-school physician, who had discarded 
much of the old, both in theory and practice, and adopted many of 
the plants and roots native to this country, as remedies, while he 
desired to establish a practice on a scientific basis, realizing that 
much was still 'to be added. Thompson, on the other hand, had no 
education and announced a dogmatic theory founded upon assump- 
tion, and invented a " system," for which he secured a patent, furn- 
ishing to purchasers. a book of instructions and permitting them to 
use it upon the payment of twenty dollars good money. 

Thompson's system was superior to the reigning practice of the 
day, even though crude, and attracted many followers, as well as 
exciting ridicule and opposition from other quarters. About this 
time numerous newspaper articles were published, probably at the 
instigation of the " regular " medicine — which is usually the power 
behind the throne in every stab made at innovations or encroach- 
ments upon its ground — condemning or sneering at Thompson's 
methods. However, there seemed to be some persons of ability who 
were inclined to champion Thompson's cause, and in the year 1825, 
a writer who signed himself " Eclectic " published a series of articles 
in the Boston Patriot ably defending the practice. Thus agitation 
continued, Thompson in the meantime being indicted and tried for 
murder (though acquitted), because, wonderful to tell, a patient 
died under his care. 

But many of the reformers objected to Thompson's sweeping as- 
sertions, which condemned all mineral medicines and numerous 
vegetable agents as poisons, and believed that better success would 
follow a more moderate and rational view of the subject. This class 
regarded Dr. Beach, of New York, as their leader, and a u arm spirit 
of opposition sprung up in the new school between the two factions. 
In 1882 the first medical journal opposed to old school medicine 
ever published in America was begun at Columbus, Ohio. It was 
called the Thompsonian Recorder, and advocated the claims of 
Thompson's system. Immediately an opposing new-school organ 
was started, termed The Eclectic. 

Along in the '30's sometime this discussion among the reforlners 
became marked, and one faction demanded a distinctive name which 
should leave Thompson and Thompsonianism out of recognition 
while another desired that all new-school men should be Thomp- 
son's followers both in name and practice. 

Numerous conventions were therefore called in the New England 
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States, with the avowed purpose of adopting a name upon which all 
might unite ; but upon each occasion dissensions and acrimonious 
discussion were the only results. 

At one of these gatherings, probably the last one ever held, a 
number of notable new-school men from Connecticut, New York, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts and Vermont, congregated at Fitch- 
burg, Massachusetts, and entered into debate ftpon the vexed 
subject. 

As usual, debate waxed warm, and a Thompsonian advocate from 
Connecticut, Dr. Sperry, stated that the great advantage in adopt- 
ing Thompson's name was that it would be a guaranty to the public 
that any one so doing would make no use of the obnoxious methods 
of allopathy, for Thompson was so thoroughly identified with medi- 
cal reform that there could be no misunderstanding in the matter. 
A gentleman from the opposition rose to reply, and, among other 
remarks, stated that he could point the former speaker to an instance 
where an old-school physician in another portion of the country was 
conducting a *' Thompsonian Infirmary," and treating his patients 
with blue mass, calomel, and all the customary remedies of the old- 
school. He also stated that he did not care to confine himself to 
vegetable remedies, but chose to select them from " all God's do- 
main," discardinsr meantime objectionable agents and measures as 
employed by the old -school. He was here interrupted by the former 
speaker, who said derisively, "Now I know what you are; you are 
an 'Eclectic.'" At this point Dr. Beach rose and asked permission 
to speak, and being granted the privilege, declared that " Eclectic " 
was the very name that he had been seeking, but had never thought 
of before. 

"That is it," he exclaimed. "That is the name we want, 'Ec- 
lectic' It expresses our position in a single terse word. It declares 
our convictions and purposes both now and for all time, for the 
world can never outgrow it. It not only declares our present posi- 
tion as medical men, but is broad enough for the most brilliant fu- 
ture. We will inscribe it on our banner an4 will lift it higher and 
highet. It shall not only be our motto, but the day will come when 
the entire medical world will be a unit under its precepts." What 
a truthful prophecy ! ^ 

In 1845, the Eclectic Medical Institute was founded at Cincinnati, 
Ohio — a school with which Beach held close affiliation, and to which 
undoubtedly he transmitted the name which first designated a dis- 
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tinctive class of physicians. From here thousands have gone forth 
to become honored and successful practitioners, and to look back- 
ward through a life of usefulness with grateful hearts to the pre- 
<5epts and wisdom there imparted. Some went forth and founded 
• new schools, so that now in New York, Chicago, St. Louis, San 
Francisco, Atlanta and Des Moinee, legal and reputable Eclectic 
medical colleges are infusing intelligent classes with the accumulated 
knowledge that more than fifty years of earnest labor have achieved 
for itself, as welF as the contributions of other schools ; for as the 
word "Eclectic" means to choose, so its followers select from the 
whole professional world that which proves good, while they delve 
in their own field to add further aids to all this, carrying out the 
design of the Tar-seeing Beach and his followers, and constituting a 
<5lass with whom progress must be inevitable if they live up to their 
profession. 

It will thus be seen that " Eclectic," as applied to medicine, does 
not mean a system or dogma. It is rather a principle embodied in 
the apostolic injunction, " Try all things. Hold fast that which is 
good." It would be difficult to formulate the doctrine, for every 
member is a law unto himself m many respects, though intelligent 
liberality, founded upon a liberal education, industry in the matter 
of constant investigation, progress and eminent success in practice, 
are the distinctive features of every one of its proper followers. Its 
motto is, " Sustain the Vital Forces," and its code of ethics, the . 
<jolden Rule. 

By this time the reader has doubtless arrived at a conception of 
what is meant by Eclecticism in medicine, and learned what to ex- 
pect of an Eclectic physician should he employ one. The practice 
has been modified very much since early times. Now, instead of 
the old method of haphazard compounding, in which uncertainty 
^nd nastiness figured jjrominently, the tendency is in the direction 
of the minute dose of the single remedy suspended in a pleasant 
vehicle and administered for its direct influence (dynamical effect) 
without the resulting unpleasantness certain to follow the disturb- 
ing action of the large dose. But in another portion of this pam- 
3)hlet this subject will be more fully dwelt upon. 

In closing it may be remarked that while we still adhere to the 
principles first enunciated, we have, upon the strength of those 
principles, advanced far along the road to success, by leaving behind 
•old errors and embracing n-ew truths. We have improved the 
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practice, added to the knowledge of the old, have learned* better to* 
manage the ills of t'he flesh, and, what is more, have set such aiv 
example to other schools that in this day, as Beach at the Fitch- 
burg meeting nearly fifty ye^-rs ago prophesied, all. the other school'^, 
have taken up the cry, and " Progress " is the motto all along, the- 
line. However, Eclectic practice (so-called) and Eclectic methods 
are ^distinctive, and for the profit of the public should be better un^ 
derstood. — California Medical Journal. 



GYNECOLOGICAL FRAUDS.

About the time I commenced the practice of medicine, "ulcera-^ 
tion of the neck of the uterus" began to be a professional,- and I 
might say social topic. Ambitious and progressive physicians had 
discovered that a plug of mucus occupied the os uteri and cervical 
canal, and imagined this to be a sign of inflammation, and, sequen-^ 
tially, ulceration. About that time, too, it was reported that an in- 
strument like the modern vaginal or tubular speculum had been dis- 
covered in Thebes, and that a picture on ancient papyrus parchment 
had been found in an Egyptian mausoleum, which portrayed a wo- 
man — possibly a queen — undergoing speculum treatment for pre- 
sumed "ulceration of the oa." It was also proclaimed that the "up- 
per classes" in the land of pyramids were treated by a select few in-* 
the medical jjrofession who called themselves gynaecologists, or 
the Egyptian for that name and signification. Now what better au- 
thority could there be for a few select members of the profession to 
set up as gynaecologists ? Accordingly the vaginal or tubular spec- 
ulum came into use, and a porte crayon nitrate of silver pencil. 
These instruments constituted the would-be gynaecologist's stock in 
trade; and fortunate was the woman who escaped the special, spec- 
ific, and definite treatment. Husbands were implored to have their 
wives treated secundem artem. All women in society were weak 
and waning from disease of the womb — from " ulceration of the 
mouth of the uterus " — and the old-fashioned syringe, with astrin- 
gent injections, would not cure the difficulty ; it required a specu- 
lum and a crayon — a personal and private interview, which is all 
right and proper for a doctor in the discharge of his duty with any 
reputable woman. 

Well, the practice became both fashionable and remunerative. 
A well washed, well dressed, and perfumed doctor walked straight 
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into a paying business. A physician with a large patronage had 
office hours selected especially to accommodate ladies who were to- 
occupy his gynaecological chair, as dentists assign hours for operative 
work. Almost as regularly as the average woman in good social 
standing went on a weekly shopping tour, she visited the office of 
her physician to have her ulcerated womb cauterized. If she did 
not go, her husband upbraided her for neglect of duty — he wanted 
her to be well and hearty — " the doctor had told him all about it." 

Thus it was that the professional rage became gynaecological. 
Every medical practitioner purchased assorted sizes of specula, and 
claimed to be an accomplished gynaecologist ! For twenty-five years 
and more this stupendous and silly fraud went on, until the practice - 
became so common that somebody ventured to investigate the sub- 
ject in a radical manner ; and, strange to relate, it was ;found that 
no ulceration existed in the uterine os and cervix — that doctors were 
treating an imaginary ill — ihat women would be better off if they 
did not have their wombs burnt. This created a commotion in pro- 
fessional circles; a profitably branch of business was at stake, and • 
some shift must be made to save the boodle. " What is to be done ?" 
inquired old doctor Gperciilura. 

" Why," answered Dr. Stenose, "locate the inflammation higher 
up, and name it eyido-cervicitis.^^ 

And now traffic in the gynaecological trade is as brisk as ever. 

Fissure of the anus is a common disease, which disturbs the pel- 
vic viscera, and makes the blundering practitionewbelieve he has a 
womb difficulty on hand. I have detected this mistake in multiple 
instances, but not until irreparable harm had been done by the spec- 
ulum specialist. The utero-visical disturbance is reflex from the 
anal fissure. 

A little later on the surgical gymecologist, whose eye to business 
took a wider and more difficult range of perspective than came 
within the speculum practice, conceived the ingenuous idea that the 
neck of the womb was generally torn in the first parturition, the lac- 
eration being in each lateral direction, with sequential induration 
and bulging of the upper and under or antero posterior lips. This 
was a pathological state that the speculum doctor could not cure, 
hence the surgical gynaecologist could have this branch of business 
all to himself, and charge fees to correspond with the professional, 
"corner." Besides, the operative procedure to close the fissure re- 
quired a variety of surgical instruments, assistants, etc., therefore 
sonlething important and scientific was done ! The operation was 
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called tracbelorraphy because that means "sewing the neck." The 
name is technical and not inappropriate, except it might as aptly be 
applied to suturing a cut throat, or to the execution of any opera- 
tion upon a neck, say upon the cermx scapulce. 

Well, no matter about a term — " a rose by any other name would 
smell as sweet." To freshen the pouting lips of a uterine cervix and 
suture the lateral halves, leaving a normal os between the two 
seams, is not any easy matter for a novice in gynaecological surgery. 
He may imagine he can insert a temporary wire or thread in the 
cervix, and drag the morbid parts into view, but that cannot always 
be done, even if the neck of the womb be grasped with vulsellum 
forceps and pulled upon methodically. Besides, the "bridling" can- 
not be done through a speculum and with a common needle. Then, 
again, if the bridle.be employed, the freshening process cannot be 
executed — the wire, thread, or cord is in the way of the knife or 
scissors. With a vulsellumjthe grip may be changed while the 
freshening is going on. To close the normal aperture— 'the cervical 
canal — would be a misfortune. I have had such artificial stenoses 
to treat. They come from a badly executed tracbelorraphy, and from 
prolonged cicatrization of the os tine e. The best way to treat lac- 
eration of the cervix with induration and pouting of the lips, is to 
excise the hardened and distorted mass. I have abandoned tracb- 
elorraphy, and adopted the excising method, and find satisfactory 
lesults. The healing process restores the cervix to almost its virgin 
or normal state. • 

Another gynaecological fraud is to incise the uterine cervix in- 
wardly — to widen the canal in the operative treatment of dysmen- 
orrha^a. It was found that tupelo tents xjould not always be in- 
serted ; the canal of the cervix being too narrow or crooked in its 
<;ourse, hence incision was seemingly logical. Then came the EUin- 
^er dilators — a very commendable instrument to overcome stenosis; 
but some cases of dysmenorrhcea depend upon a nervous disorder — 
a neurosis — and are to be bettered with medicine. If it be not 
known whether stenosis or neurosis be the cause of tne painful 
menstruation, medicines are first to be tried. But the champions of 
dilation tried tents first. There is a "better way" for doing almost 
everything, yet the difticulty is to find it. There is such a science? 
or department of medicine, as gyncecology^ but it is lamentably be- 
quacked. The therapeutical part of the art has been advanced quite 
•creditably, yet still is behind the surgical division. Operative 
gynaecology has opened the way for advances in diagnostic thera- 
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peutic work*. The earlier gynaecologists — "speculum specialists" — 
Jcnew little about the pathology of the ovaries and salpingian canals. 
After gynaDcological laparotomy came into common practice, the 
internal genitals of the female could be inspected, and pains con- 
fronted with pathological states. Now diagnostic methods are 
emphatically in advance of what they were twenty years ago ; yet 
in obscure conditions much still remains to be known. Extra ute- 
rine pregnancy is regarded as not difficult to be ascertained, yet 
mistakes are often made. Lately a foreign medical journal con- 
tained the report of ^ case of extra uterine pregnancy conjectured 
to be three months advanced, which was arrested by the electric 
current, and the debris dissipated by the same agency ! That elec- 
tricity may be potent to kill a foetus in or out of the womb, I have 
no doubt, but that it should dispose of the "remains" is claiming 
quite too much for the subtle agent. I would as soon believe that 
Pulsatilla would turn a child in nltero. 

Oophorectomy is now in vogue for the cure of nervous paroxysms, 
hysterical and otherwise, and for the arrest of growths in uterine 
fibroids. The ovaries are removed on the slightest provocation. 
Under the head of a " Year's Work in Laparotomy,'^ a rural prac- 
titioner in West Virginia reports forty-two women spayed in his 
round of business. Such recklessness ought to be visited with cas- 
tration as a penalty. 

The champions of electro therapeutics . are prone to ascribe un- 
' reasonable curative powers to a scientifically manipulated battery. 
The speculum specialist has added an electro galvanic machine to 
his gynaecological apparatus, and claims to be scientific. 

Tfie most astounding folly the assuming gynaecologist perpetrates 
is in pretending that the womb is always out of its normal position, 
and needs replacing. He treats more versions than can be counted 
on the fingers of both hands; and each typical condition has a sub 
for a modification. Sub-involution is a learned hobby ridden to 
death, yet there really is such a state which may be rationally treated. 
A practitioner of common sense ought to know that when the blad 
der.is full the womb is crowded backward — is retro- verted; and 
that when the bladder is empty and the rectum full, the womb is 
necessarily ante- verted. Then again the uterus may be tilted to 
the right or left, and not be in an abnormal position. The organ 
rises and falls with each plunge of the diaphragm, as in breathing, 
coughing, sneezing, laughing, and declaiming. No viscus moves 
through such wide ranges, yet the gynaecologist is ever attempting 
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to restrain its motions and rectify its positions. Thinft of the pes- 
sasies and appliances invented to correct displacements; aod some- 
of these have the deviser's name attached to them ! T^hat a delect- 
able renown ! Possibly the egotistic inventor flatters himself that 
he has erected to his memory a fame more lasting than sculptured 
marble or monumental brass ! 

Dr. Marion Sims, who taught the medical profession how to close- 
a vesico vaginal fistula, did more for unfortunate women's comfort 
than all other gynaecologist^ He left a name to be leraembered 
with more. reverence than ever will be bestowed upon that of Napo- 
leon. Adoring woman will never permit bis fame to flicker or 
grow dim — ni07iumentum, mrc perennius. The great laparotomists 
who have opened the abdomen hundreds and hundreds of times,, 
with exceedingly few fatal issues, have raised operative gynaecology 
from a slough to a pinnacle which is as conspicuous as that of Nel- 
son in Trafalgar Square. Woman is not ungrateful ; she will take 
care that the benefactors of her sex do not perish unhonored and 
unsung. 

There is much of female misery that ought to be remedied by 
doctoresses, by expert gynaecologists of the feminine gender. There 
are a few women in the medical profession who possess the courage- 
and the skill to undertake the most difficult operations known to- 
surgery ; and the world has the promise of a larger proportion of 
such workers in the operative vineyard. It is yet too early to esti- 
mate the future of female doctors. It has been only a brief period 
since women came into the profession — not long enough to have 
indicated what degree of originality and execution there may be in 
them. No one has yet made herself conspicuous in the way of in- 
vention, but the way to fame is open to the ingenious and persever- 
ing. The avenue to success — to patronage and distinction — is, 
however, only open to the intelligent, the educated, the refined, and 
the unflinchingly honest. The female physician must gain the con- 
fidence of her own sex before sue can call herself mistress of the 
situation. Woman, ever since the race began, has been trained to 
look upon man as her physical and intellectual superior; therefore, 
it is hard to throw aside the inherited impi'ession. A woman in the 
throes of labor is inclined to think a masculine accoucheur can tide 
safely through — can deliver her sooner or more adroitly than can 
the female midwife. 

Such is the way of the world, though not as it should be. There 
is neither sense nor reason in the civilized custom to call upon a 
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3nale physician to treat a girl for a menstrual disorder, or to invite 
3, male obstetrician to manage a common labor. But it will take 
more than one generation to change the long established custom. 
Man is not apt to relinquish an advantage gained or held — he is not 
likely to turn the most profitable part of his business over to female 
novices. If woman would gain her rights in the medical profession, 
she must earn the privilege of being promoted ; she must wrench 
from the hands of a bold usurper what naturally belongs to her. 
Man is gallant and courteous to woman, but not willing to 
relinquish his grasp upon authority — upon wealth, station, and 
power. Woman aspires to high positions in the profession, but the 
best place cannot be had for the asking. A woman may be a suc- 
<5essful practitioner of medicine — she may have more obstetrical 
practice than she can attend to — yet never rise very high in the es- 
timation of the world at large. She must, to be grand and distin- 
guished, be almost masculine in cerebral development. Maria Mitch- 
ell stood high in astronomy, yet she was masculine in her methods ; 
and so it was with Harriet Martineau. While I concede every right 
to woman that she may reasonably ask, I doubt whether she ever 
attain eminent distinction in the medical profession. There is too 
.much drudgery in medical practice for the lighter physical caliber 
of women. Half of male practitioners are not robust enough for 
the arduous labors of general practice. Women are not, on the av- 
-erage, strong enough to wrestle with dislocated shoulders ^and hips. 
Often they are not strong enough to deliver woman with forceps. 
The rough roads in a countiy practice call for horseback rides in 
muddy seasons, therefore a small proportion of women could expect 
to establish themselves where such hardships are to be endured. A 
•city practice is more in harmony with a woman's capacities, espe- 
cially if she confine her attention to a specialty — to obstetrics and 
diseases peculiar to the female sex. She might treat skin diseases, 
and become an oculist. She might reasonably aspire to treat the 
surgical diseases of her sex. The medical woman of the period may 
assert that there is nothing new to be discovered — that all has been 
found out which can be known. Than this there is not a greater 
piece of nonsense. We are just on the border of discovery, in this 
as in everything else. One invention half-reveals another, so that 
<ii8Covery goes on in a certain progressive ratio. An urgent de- 
mand is a cure for cystitis, pruritus, and prolapsus. Who shall be 
the enterprising discoverer of the specific remedy? Cancer of the 
breast and uterus may be curable— who knows? Possibly retro- 
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flexion of the womb can be overcome by a simple scheme; "in the- 
vocabulary of youth 1)here should be no such word 2^% fail, A uter- 
ine tumor may yet be dissipated by electro magnetism ! The pos- 
sibilities of electricity are immense. 

The gynaecologist who ascribes every ill a woman feels to uterine 
disorder is a fool of the shallowest type. A lady cannot ask her 
physician about a bunion or in-growing nail, but he feels warranted 
in asking her if she menstruates regularly, or she be troubled with 
leucorrhoe. She is afraid to enter a doctor's office lest the proprie- 
tor insist upon a speculum examination. The gynaecological raidi 
has been carried to such extremes that'the thing seems ridiculous. 
Cannot a woman have a headache, a backache, or a stomachache, 
and not have the pain regarded as a uteHne reflex? I command 
due regard for reflexes, but think the womb may sometimes be left 
out of a calculation, especially when the organ has little to do withi. 
a rheumatic shoulder. 

A method of gynaecologists is to call on their lady acquaintances 
often, and make female diseases a topic. The man of medicine 
never discloses the ills of his patients, but he may relate his successes- 
and recount the diseases he has under treatment. He gravely an- 
nounces that several women of his acquaintance have died through 
a disposition to conceal their ills. If he had been called in season 
he could have saved them ! Mrs. Bradshaw had a uterine hemor- 
rhage, and would have fatally neglected the cause if he had not in- 
sisted that she was in peril from a uterine polypus. When he re- 
moved the tumor it was as large as a pea, and might have grown 
to be as big as a squash. How foolish women are to neglect them-^ 
selves ! On such bosh the doctor expects to drive his patrons into^ 
a course of trealment. His method is to make frequent visits, and 
to deduct a little from his bill that he may appear generous ! The 
husband questions the propriety of incurring such enormous doc- 
tor's bills, but the wife says that the children had needed considera^ 
ble professional attention. 

Thus the gynaecologist schemes and covers his tracks ; he under- 
stands building up a practice. He carries his own medicines, and 
leaves just enough to last until his next contemplated visit. His 
medicaments are pleasant to take, and lay the foundation for daily 
dosing. If the woman be a poor sleeper — is troubled with insom- 
nia — the case promises well. The doctor can call in the forenoon 
to inquire how she slept last night, and revisit her in the evening 
to prepare her for the coming night's rest. '^ Bless me," she will 
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say, "how kind and attentive the doctor is!" To cultivate «uch a 
case requires tact and perseverance. It makes little difference what 
tj^e pillets contain ; the craft is in adroitly managing the patient's 
characteristics. Is this the truth I am telling, or is it a fable ? I 
can assure my readers that it is not a satire^ but a veritable verity. 
The "better classes of society" love to be gulled; they enjoy poor 
health ! They are willing to pay for the luxury of having a pleasant 
and entertaining doctor visit them quite often. It is vulgar to be 
robust, and fashionable to be dainty, fidgety, hysterical, and nerv- 
ous. A gentle and engaging doctor is looked upon as a luxury ! 

The enterprising gynaecologist begins to treat the girl of ten or 
twelve, to prepai'e her for the coming ordeal of menstruation. She 
must take pulsatilla and macrotys in minute doses for years, the 
rtiedicine being displayed in two tumblers. It would not be profes- 
sional to mix them, or to take a dose of both at the same time. Af- i 
ter the girl marries Smd becomes pregnant, she must have viburnum 
to prepare her for the second ordeal. The medicine is to assuage 
the pangs of labor, to avert hemorrhage and laceration, and to op- 
erate favorbly for both mother and child during the dangers of par- 
turition. Fortunate is the woman who has such a thoughtful ob- 
stetrician ! 

At the third ordeal — the last chmacteric — when the menopause 
approaches, the provident practitioner treats his patient for years,, 
or until all danger from hemmorrhages, tumors, etc., has passed. 
This is a most critical period in a woman's life, and the physician 
is unusually attentive, especially if the patient be able to pay for 
services rendered. 

I will not close without giving a few words of advice to young 
men just entering upon a professional career. . Do not aspire to the 
questionable distinction of being "speculum gynaecologists," but 
prepare for operative work. Buy a library of gynaecological books ; 
each contains something the others do not. A suggestion is worth 
more than the cost of a volume. Then there is to be a purchase of 
instruments — a hundred dollars worth, or more. Implements for 
closing a raptured perineum, instruments for abolishing a vesico- 
vaginal fistula, special agencies for executing laporotomy, obstetri- 
cal forceps, and other traps belonging to an accoucheur's operative 
duties. The outfit will cost several hundred doUors, but what of 
that? What better investment can there be for a doctor's money? 
If the beginner have not the money, he should borrow the same if 
he can, and pay interest on it. The young doctor should not aim 
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^to be a* dude, but be should dress becomingly ; he should be well 
Washed, shaven, and neatly adorned, avoiding outre habits, for they 
are not distinctive of a mysterious profession. A doctor exhibits 
asinine qualities if he wear long hair or a broad-brimmed hat in or- 
der to advertise oddities. The practice of medicine is a gentlemanly 
avocation, and the representative physician should be as modest in 
his demeanor as a gentleman. 

The young doctor should aim to master his profession, so to speak, 
before he assumes to be a gynaecologist; and this will take till he 
ds thirty years of age. He is by his learning to command the atten- 
tion of his fellow workers in the profession, that he may be called 
• into consultation in difficult or obscure cases. As soon as his med- 
ical associates discover that he is deep in diagnostic knowledge, 
they are likely to feel the need of his services. Almost before he 
knows it, he has thrust upon him the reputation of being a gynae- 
cologist. In fact, as soon as a man fits himself well for a skilled 
avocation, there is a plaee open for his distinguishing talent. An 
attractive salesman does not have to wait long for a situation ; a 
fine machinist need not remain idle ; a good writer will have his 
services sought by. some publisher; a scholarly lawyer does not 
have to wait a life time for clients ; an enterprising and enthusias- 
tic preacher is not obliged to occupy a poverty-stricken pulpit; 
eminent juHsts are sought for judgeships, and shrewd financiers for 
bankers. 

"" And first of all, the world is in need of honest men — men of ve- 
racity, integrity, and honor; and shameful to relate, the world is 
stuffed with frauds, shams, and pretenders. Good men in any walk 
of life are devilish scarce. The tailor shams our clothes ; the black- 
smith lames our horses ; the grocer sells adulterated spices ; the 
winter flannel we buy is not "all wool and a yard wide;" the "hon- 
est" farmer is tempted, under the pretext that everybody cjieats, to 
place the largest and fairest fruit on top or in conspicuous display ; 
the medical man with a "shallow skull" puts on the airs of a sage ; 
the attorney pretends to know more than he really does; the 
preacher talks eloquently and feelingly upon topics he knows little 
about ; ^nd the doctor claims to have cured cases that got well in 
spite of malpractice. These may be considered libelous words, but 
they are true nevertheless. 

In the management of female diseases, which are oftener mental 
than physical, the tired and discouraged woman thinks the doctor 
can give her a "nerve tonic," and so he can if he will let his mind 
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run in the right direction ; he is not to think of drugs, but of the 
mental state of his patient. He can hsten to her troubles, which 
may be more imaginary than real, give her encouragement, try to 
•explain her place in society or in the world. She may think she is 
having children too fast, and ask for some plan to avert child-bear- 
ing. Now, if the doctor countenance any such ideas, he makes the 
woman more unhappy, and leads her to indulge in wicked thoughts. 
She may contemplate abortion, not realizing the physical and mental 
degradation attendant upon such a course. Not contemplating con- 
sequences, she may resolve not to be burdened with more pregnan- 
cies. She may refuse marital relations, or resort to other means 
to prevent conception. Under such circumstances, only the con- 
scientious physician can convince the woman that her course will 
lead to disaster. Having her confidence, he can lead her to see that 
a violation of nature's laws is surely attended with penalties. The 
truly great gynaecologist prescribes wisely for woman's mental ills. 
His ambition at a time when high professional qualities are needed, 
rises above drugs; he is to "minister to a mind diseased," and by 
his wisdom is to rebuke the sneer of the dramatist, who would have 
the world believe a sick soul cannot be xjomforted. 

If the family physician do not explain to women the mysteries of 
life, how are they to escape living in ignorance, and avoid the con- 
sequences of not knowing what their duties are? By marriage and 
parturition the race is perpetuated ; and celibacy has little to build 
name and fame upon. Monks and nuns may live chaste lives, and 
not be the worse for it, yet their ranks have to be recruited from 
sources outside their orders. Being unincumbered with family 
cares, they may devote their energies to caring for the sick and 
the unfortunate in life — may do a vast amount of good in the 
world ; yet they are violating a law of their being — they refuse to 
follow nuptial instincts — they are neuters in the human hive, and 
sometimes drones. ♦ 

In well regulated domestic life the highest earthly happiness is 
attained, and nobody contributes so much to the human felicity as 
the family physician. He calls timely attention to what contributes 
to health and comfort, and gives provident warning of impending 
ills. He looks after the public good, though to do so is seemingly 
to work against his pecuniary interests. He is the ready adviser in 
regard to all the hygienic relations of a community; he is an unpaid 
municipal guardian, though not elected to office. He scents the 
cause of zymosis, and advises the means of averting an epidemic or 
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a morbid scourge; and he is not too prudish to ignore an impending 
moral plague. A discreet physician is a blessing in any community ; 
and there is reason to believe that he is guilty of fewer improprie- 
ties than any member of society. — Edectie Med, Journal,

WHAT IS ECLECTICISM? OR IN WHAT DOES IT DIFFER 
FROM OTHER SYSTEMS OF MEDICAL PRACTICE? 

This is an oft-repeated question. Eclecticism in medicine is that 
system of medical practice that discards routine prescribing for a 
name, regardless of existing pathological conditions to indicate the 
remedy or remedies. All diseases are attended with pathological 
conditions or lesions calling for certain remedies. The empirically 
giving remedies according to the name of a disease, regardless of 
the peculiar lesions or conditions of the disease, can never be fol- 
lowed by any marked success, as the sad record of the past will at- 
test. There is an affinity for certain remedies for special tissues, 
functioiis, or parts, which must also be recognized in all cases. 
Those who ttj this rational system of therapeutics are very soon 
convinced of the very positive action of remedial agents. The 
pathological- indications for remedies are pointed out by certain well 
defined symptoms, which symptoms point to the special lesions in 
the existing disease. Each drug is, according to its molecular com- 
position, endowed with a given influence over certain organs, tis- 
sues or parts, in a certain, dose, which influence is soon changed by 
changing the dose. We recognize the well attested fact that our 
very potent drugs are endowed with ])athogenetic powers in large 
doses. We discard the old law of " contria contrarus apponenda^'* 
as a universal law in practice. And we likewise deny the univer- 
sality of the law of ''^sbnilia similibus Cfurunturr But we admit 
that, in many diseased conditions, there is a relationship between 
the action of the remedy and the morbid elements of the disaese to 
be combatted. 

While we admit that it is possible to cure a disease empirically, 
without a precise knowledge of the pathological peculiarities or 
lesions of the said disease calling for the remedies, it is mere guess 
work, and not scientific therapeutics, and very uncertain in its results. 

Much of the " regular" practice of medicine consists of dogmatic 
opinions, which have changed from yeir to year, according to the 
caprice of the leaders in the profession. . 

Truth is immutable. If the practice of Rush had been founded 
upon the truth in medical science, it would have stood the test of 
time, and would have been the practice of to-day; but, alas! it is 
now regarded as not only useless, but even destructive. 

Eclecticism ignores the idea of making the laws of therapeutioa 
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iit a vague theory, but contends that theories must bend to medical 
action. Eclecticism recognizes the fact that the physiological ac- 
tion of a remedy indicates its affinity for certain tissues, parts or 
organs ; and also holds as a guiding maxim in therapeutics, that the 
*' vis medicatrix naturce " should not be retarded by remedial agents. 
Hence the old system of depletion by bleeding, leeching, blistering, 
purging and mercurialization is rejected. 

Eclectic practitioners encourage the investigation of new reme- 
dies, so as to increase our means of curing disease. They encourage 
liberality and tolerance in the profession, that scientific truth may 
be gleaned from all sources. They discard the mere opinions of 
men, when not founded upon facts, which they regard as the only 
trustworthy means of arriving at the wanted success in the treat- 
ment of the ills of life. 

The motto, " to test all things and to holdfast to that which is true^'^ 
is not less safe as a guide now than it was in the ages past. This 
is the only way to elevate the healing art to the dignity of a science. 

Eclectics are accused of being Homoeopaths. But there is quite a 
difEerence. Eclectics do not deny the proven fact that some medi- 
cines do appear to act upon the law of ^^ similia similibus curantur^"* 
but they do not subscribe to the idea that the remedy is potentized 
by its dilution to an almost infinite degree. While they believe 
that medicines should be given short of toxical or pathogenetic ef- 
fects, yet they hold that there is an appreciable quantity of a drug 
required to produce a given effect. And Eclectics deny the doc- 
trine that a drug must produce a disease similar to, or identical to, , 
the existing disease. 

Many remedies act by removing obstructions to f unctio ^ tion. 
Other remedial agents cure diseases by tonocity — by increasing vital 
force — thereby aiding the " medicatrix naturoe^'' And many reme- 
dies cure disease by neutralizing the blood poisons producing dis- 
ease. And taking into consideration these facts, Eclectic physicians 
ignore all dogmatic laws in therapeutics. And they contend that 
no creed, or code of ethics should prevent the practitioner from 
using all well proven remedies to cure disease, in the pharmacopaeia 
or not ; yea, they contend that it is the duty of every physician to 
help the sick in any way possible. Eclectics are willing to co-oper- 
ate, in the cultivation of scientific medicine, with all men, but not 
in the cultivation of unscientific dogmas or isms. 

The Homoepathic Record says that cicuta virosa — 2d dec. dilution, 
in 1 to 5 gtts., eures spasms of children. 
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SHORT MEDICAL ITEMS. 



BY I. J. M. GOSS, MARIETTA. 



Epididymitis may be cured by giving the patient 5 to 10 drops of 
Pulsatilla, (fl. ex.) every three hours. 

Sulphate of iron — 1 gr. to 4 oz. of water, injected up the bowels, 
removes the ascarris vermicularis (seat worms,) and an occasional 
injection of the same will prevent their return again. 

Passiflora Incarnata is being tested, and is proving to be one of 
the most safe and efficient nervines and soporifics we have. It 
also very quickly controls tetanus in man or in the horse. It ha& 
proven valuable with me in epilepsy, spasms, and ordinary cramp. 
Its dose is 30 to 60 drops, of fl. ex. 

Echinacea Augustifolia has proven successful with me in three 
cases of rabies, or hydrophobia. Its dose is 30 to 60 drops, every 
three hours. 

Enuresis may generally be relieved with 1-2 to 2 gills of Bella- 
donna, for children, or 4 to 5 drops, in cases of adults, at night. If 
this fail, then rhus aromatica often succeeds. Dose, 30 g<ts. 

For hemorrhage of the lungs, give 5 to 10 drops of cactus grandi^ 
flora, every half hour, alternated with lycopus virg, 10 to 30 gtts., 
according to the severity of the hemorrhage. ; 

Corrosive sublimate and the cyanide of* mercury both signally 
failed with me in a case of diphtheria. And turpentine, internally,, 
and used locally, well diluted with glycerine, proved very successful 
with me. 

The carbonate of ammonia, in full doses, aborts ordinary cold. 
Acetate of ammonia, alternated with cinchonidia, cures la grippe. 

Gonorrhcea can be differentiated from gleet, in n>en, or leucorrhoea, 
in women, by litmus paper, as the di^^jcharge is alkaline in gonorrhoea, 
but acid in gleet of men and leucorrhcea of females. 

Salicylic acid, made from the oil of wintergreen, is proving an ef- 
ficient remedy in scarlatina. But it should not be given in large 
doses, as it produces a great tendency to hemorrhage when given 
over doses. 

Euphrasia is a valuable remedy in the first stage of coryza, but i» 
of no great benefit when the case terminates in bronchitis or pneu- 
monia. Its dose is 10 gtts. 
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Phenacetine is proving to be valuable to relieve headache, giving 
quick relief . It is also proving' to be a reliable antipyretic and 
antineuralgic, more energetic than antipyrin or antifebrin. 

Insomnia following excessive use of alcoholic spirits, is relieved 
by sulfonal in a short time. But from other causes, it does not act 
so promptly. It does not produce unfavorable effects in moderate^ 
doses. 

Adonis is proving a most valuable addition tp our meager list of 
cardiac remedies. , It is indicated in cases of valvulitis and endo- 
carditis. It assists the heart to overcome the valvular obstruction- 
by giving tone to the heart muscles. It also acts upon the kidneys- 
finely in dropsy. 

SOLID AGO GOLDEN ROD. 

This is a neglected remedy, but it fills a place in therapeutics not 
as well filled by any other drug. It acts specifically upon the kid- 
neys and bladder, restoring them to a normal action. Pain in the 
kidneys, feeling of fullness and pressure in the kidneys, indicate this 
remedy. ■ Disuria, scanty and difficult urination, gravel, bloody 
urine, call for this remedy. It is a remedy for Bright's disease. It 
is also valuable in scrofula of children or adults. 

MULLEIN OIL. (FROM THE BLOOM.) 

Mullein oil has proven to be a most* potent remedy in urinary 
troubles. In chronic cystitis, it acts very kindly. It even relieves 
the pain of stone in the bladder. Diluted, it relieves nocturnal en- 
uresis. This oil is made from the bloom of the plant. It is a very 
quick relief in otitis, and the plant, locally applied, gives relief in 
orchistis. A few drops in an aching ear soon gives relief. And 
some cases of deafness have been cured with it, as before stated. 

Glonoin, alternated with strophanthus, contracts the arteries and 
heart, hence are efficient remedies in hypertropliy of the heart, dose 
3 to 5 drops of sttophanthus, and from 1 to 2 drops of the centesi-- 
mal dilution of the glonoin. * 

Bites of serpents may be successfully treated by ecinacea augusti- 
folio, 60 drops every hour, alternated with 2 drops of nux vomica, 
every two hours, or 5 drops every four hours^ to keep up the circu- 
lation. These both stimulate the heart.
